‘Cross breakthrough 


Victorian State League club George Cross agreed in 
principle with the Keilor Council last week to lease 30 
acres of land and start work on a massive sporting com- 


plex. 


The club will negotiate a leasing arrange- 
ment for the Kororoit Creek Reserve in Tay- 
lor’s Rd., St Albans. 

Cross commissioned a feasibility study 
about developing Duke Street Reserve in Sun- 
shine. The club negotiated with Sunshine com- 
missioner Alex Gillon but it’s likely that the 
deal will fall through and the Kororoit Creek 
project will get preference. “This is a feath- 
er in the cap of every committeeman in- 
volved,” said club president Alf Zahra. 

“When we are finished we will have built a 
monument to all those who worked so hard to 
establish the club’s own sports complex and 
we will have provided an important service 
to the local community.” 

Cross plans to build three playing fields on 
the land at Taylor’s Road, as well as an exten- 
sive two-storey clubroom to house a social 
club, gymnasium, changing areas and toilet 
facilities. 

An athletic track will ring the main pitch 
which will be available for local schools and 
athletic bodies.

This lack of awareness of 
goals was transmitted into the 
game where Footscray com- 
pletely lacked penetration 
when attacking. 

At the time of writing Foot- 
scray had scored 20 goals from 
22 games — an average of .9 of 
a goal a game. (Editor's note: 
The rate has since gone up). 

Which brings us back to 
what is skill? 

Skill certainly is the ability 
to receive the ball well, even 
under pressure, then pass it 
accurately to another player, 
which is a trait I admire in Yu- 
goslav players. 

But still is for more than 
that. 

In an attacking context it 
means getting the ball forward 
accurately for players to make 
penetrating runs, from pene- 
trating passes ending up with 
_shots on goal, or for players to 
dribble through on their own to 
end up with shots on goal. 

These are the real tests of 
attacking skill, in fact the 
most difficult skills in the 
game. 

And it was in this area thata

superior in skill to Footscray.

t was easy for Maitland to. 
Settle into his life in a new 
land. He had an immediate 
group of new friends among 
the George Cross players. But 
the style of State League 
soccer was different to what 
he had experienced. 

“It took me about six 
games to acclimatise to the 
game out here. For a start 
there had been a severe 
drought and the grounds were 
rock hard. My game’s pretty 
physical and the referees pe- 
nalised me a lot at first. And I 
had calouses all over me from 

s burns.” 

Alec McConville, now play- 
ing with rival State League 
club Doveton, had preceded 
Maitland to Australia by a few 
months. McConville and Mait- 
land lived in the same block of 
flats and developed a friend- 
ship which endures today. 
McConville was one of the 
players who Maitland was 
sorry to see leave George 
Cross, 

John Sachez was coaching 
then. Maitland has a high opin- 
ion of him. 

“John was a good coach and 
a really straight foward guy. If 
he had'something to say to you 
he would come out and tell you 
to your face.”’ x 

Sanchez resigned his coach- 
ing post in 1973 believing that 
some of his players had stab- 
bed him in the back. Ken Pat- 


terson took over. He clashed _ 


with Maitland. 

‘I fell out with Ken Patter- 
son. I had been injured in th 
weekend game but I turned up 
to tr on a Thursday night 
and told Ken that I had recov- 
ered and that I was fit to play. 
He told me that he had selec- 
ted his team and wasn’t going 
to change his mind. I asked the 
club for a transfer.

“*] think the club put some 
ridiculous fee-on my head like 
$15,000 and I said the whole 
team wasn't worth that much. 
But it soon blew over. 

“Indeed I want to emphasise 
that I’ve never had a major 
fall-out with the club. I’m a 
pretty easy going kind of guy 
and I’m realistic about my 
ability, in fact I'm probably 
my harshest critic. 

“You get some players 
going to the club to renegotiate 
a contract and sa’ that if 
they don’t get, say to sign 
on, then they’re not going to 
play but that’s not my style. I 
always believe in com- 

ing and negotiating. 

“I’m not a player over- 
endowed with talent. I’m phy- 
sical but I’m fair and I’ve got 
an abundance of enthusiasm. 
You see players with of 
talent but little heart. t 
I’ve got I think I] use well.” 

Maitland first experienced 
the threat of a player strike 
early in his stint with the 
Cross, It was at the end of the 
1972 season. It was to leave a 
lasting impression. 

“There was some sort of 
sth ee he had to 

. We to fly up to 
Prdoey and: because the club 
was paying the air fares and 
the like we were told that we 
couldn't get’a match fee. Well 
the players got together and 
we decided that we wanted $30 
a game, win, lose or draw. 

“It was one of the years that 
John Gardiner won the Roth- 
mans Medal with George 
Cross. I think on the night of 
the Rothmans a few VSF offi- 
cials came up to John and 
asked him to go up to Sydney 
with George Cross for the sake 
of Victorian soccer. Anyway 
the end result was that half of 
the first team went and half of 
us stayed, Once the club had 
the nucleus of a side it dra: 
other players from out of the 
reserve team pool and flew up 
to Sydney where it lost all its 


mes. 

“There was a bit of bad feel- 
ing among the players. I 
thought that we all would stick 
together and abide by our orig- 
inal decision to hold out for a 
$30 match payment. 

“But Pil never let that 
happen to me again. From that 
moment on I told myself that I 
wee all my negotiating 


“‘And George Cross hasn’t 
let me down. The club never 
has owed me great amounts of 
money for any length of time. 
Everything it has promised 
me it’s given.” 

“The fans at George Cross 
are colorful, emotional people 


. in the main, often spurred on 


by national pride, quick to 
praise a winner and berate a 
loser. The George Cross club 
is an integral part of Victoria’s 
soccer scene. 

“I remember the celebra- 
tions in 1977 after Billy Wilkin- 
son became the first man to 
coach George Cross to the 
State League championship. 
The fans put the players on a 
pedestal. Everyone wanted to 
Slap you on the back and cele- 
brate. It was a terrific atmos- 
phere. 

‘But when things are going 
bad it’s usually the coach that 
Cops the flak when in fact its 
the players who aren’t making 
it happen out on the field. 


“I'd have te say that Ken 
Wagstaffe was the best coach 
I’ve api ed under. He took a 
bunch of blokes whe hadn’t had 


a win in their first four league - 


games in 1976 and led them to 
an Il or 12 game unbeaten 
streak. 

“When he arrived he made 
us train three times a week 
and on Saturday mornings as 
well. He had the knack of run- 
ning you into the ground but 
you'd enjoy it. His training 
routines were so varied. You 
might work on something one 
night and you wouldn't get 
anything similar for weeks. 

“He was a mame player, a 
top class English professional 
and be was an inspiration to 
the whole side. He told you 


what you would do and you be- 
lieved him. You'd g out onto 
the park and do it. Even today 
if you talk to Robbie Cullen, 
who was with us then, Robbie 
will tell you that Wagstaffe 
made a better player of him.”’ 

Wagstaffe arranged for Wil- 
kinson to take over as player 
coach in 1977, Cross won the 
championship but it was a par- 
ticularly frustrating year for 
Maitland. The strong defender 
broke his collarbone in the 14th 
game of the season. 

“We were playing Green 
Gully and f collided with Andy 
Segi. But it was fair. We both 
were going for the ball. It’s 
just one of these things you 


have to accent 

It was the first serious 
injury of Maitland’s career. 
He was sidelined for the rest of 
the season and next played in 
the 1978 Ampol Cup series. The 
injury denied him from achie- 
ving the full honor of playing in 
- championship side in Austra-

“it was a great side we had 
then and really if we hadn’t 
won the title that year then I 
don’t know when he would 
have won it. But I would love 
to be able to say, for my own 
personal pride, that I played a 
full season in that side.” 

John ‘Sanchez was back at the 


coaching helm in 1979. but. 


didn’t last the season. Cross 
struggled to avoid relegation. 
The club called on Dave Mcla- 
ren as a trouble shooter. Mcla- 
ren hada very professional ap- 
proach according to Maitland 
and his stay, for the last few 
games, played a big part in the 
club's successful effort to 
maintain its State League stat- 
us. 
Then Archie Campbell 
pee cook cha ane 1880 sea- 
son. Campbell, a legendary 
figure in the great George 
Cross sides of the 66's, created 
a period of euphoria around 
the club. The fans were happy. 
They’d back Archie. But 
Campbell’s coaching stint ush- 
ered in one of the low points in 
Maitiand’s career. 

‘‘Archie Campbell's ideas 
were different from mine. I 
was captain for our first 
league game against Sunshine, 
We were beaten 41 and 
through the week at training I 
was dropped as captain and 
told 1 could either play in the 
reserves or ask for a transfer. 

“It was the way in which I 
was told that hurt so much. 
After the Sunshine debacle the 
players were gathered in a 
huddle at training and Archie 
read out a list of names of the 
players he wanted for his first 
team squad. My name wasn't 
on that jist. 

“That’s not my style. I 
would have preferred him to 
lake me aside, man to man, 
and tell me that he didn’t think 
I was playing well enough so I 
should go to the reserves and 
try to get my form back. 

“But I thought that I was 
still good enough for the first 
team, I still felt I had some- 
thing to offer so I played the 
following week in the reser- 


ves. 

“It was humiliating for me, 
particularly as I played 
against Green Gully reserves 
that weék. With the rivalry be- 
tween these clubs I really like 
to play in a side that beats 
Green Gully. But I didn’t 
expect any preferential treat- 
ment because of the length of 
time I had been with the club. I 
just wanted the whole business 
done in a more gentlemanly 
Way. 

“Anyway two weeks later I 
was back in the first team but 
this time I was playing left 
back. It was new to me but I 
soon adapted and grew to like 
the position. 

“When Archie left earlier 
this year he made a comment 
in ‘Soccer Action’ that one of 
the players had stabbed him in 
the back. The lads knew that 
we didn’t get on and some of 
them made a few jokes about 
me being the guy who stabbed 
him in the back. But I want to 
set the record Straight. It 












certainly wasn’t me because I 
don’t work that way. Any dif- 
ferences I had with Archie 
Campbell I told him straight to 
his face,”’ 
Maitland has re-established 
- himself as the regular stopper 
in George Cross’s 1981 cam- 
paign. He’s under coach Jim 
Adam, the man who took West

@ professional approach. 
Perkigs at times, he’s too pro- 
fessional for George Cross. He 
has some out of the ordinary 
methods but I get along with 
him well, 

“We've got a fair side to- 
gether this season but we 
haven’t got a prolific scorer 
like Kenny Reed or an exciting 
winger like Cullen. Bobby 
Toal’s an excellent ball player 
though,” 

Maitiand has been through 
10 long seasons with the Cross. 
He’s seen good players come 
and go. Asked to name the best 
George Cross eleven from the 
many players he’s played 
alongside he came up with this 
line-up:
